OTTAWA, April 16th.—China has 
been added to the list of countries 
which import daigy cattle from this 
country. A shipment of 800 dairy 
cattle, mainly Ayrshires and Holsteins, 
with some Jerseys, is now on the way 
to Shanghai. The cattle will reach 
the Chinese port about May 3rd, 
will be there unloaded and transported 
to various parts of the country. 

They were bought under tne super- 
vision of the I’ederal Department of 
Agriculture for UNRRA, were care- 
fully checked for diseases of all kinds, 
and when they left Canadiaa shores 
were given a clean bill of health. 
They are accompanied on their Journey 
by half a dozen trained veterinarians. 


Health and Endurance 
It is the high standard of health 


and rugged endurance of Canadian 
herds that have given Canadiah dairy 


cattle an enviable reputation abroad. ° 


There has never, it is stated, been 
any foot and mouth, disease among 
Canadian cattle, a disease which has 
at times been particularly devastating 
in several countries, not excluding 
Britain and United States. . 
Early last year about 1,000 cattle 


were sent from here to Mexico, and . 


U.* S. imports of our dairy cattle 
reached about 70,000 in 1946 compared 
with 46,000 in the previous year. 
British imports during the war years 
dried up almost completely for very 
obvious reasons. It was an active 
trade before the war and will un- 
questionably now be resumed, If 
pa cattle have not been shipped, 
this of course does not apply to the 

roducts of the dairy, these including 
in past year about 125,000,000 pounds 
of cheese, 600,000 cases of evaporated 
milk (with @ higher fat content than 
that. used in this country) and several 
million pounds of dried milk. With 
this, too, has been the dressed beef 
trade started during the war and 
continuing. 

If the cattle being shipped to China 
are given the same kind of care on 
farms in that country, comparable 
with the experimental farms in Canada, 
they will undoubtedly give a good 
breeding record ia the course of years 
and prove a valuable infusiod into the 
livestock industry of China.

McIVOR APPEALS TO 
WHEAT GROWERS TO 
SPEED DELIVERIES 


Over 180,000,000 Bu. to be Moved 
in 110 Days, as Board 
Chief Speaks 


URGENT REQUEST 


Can’t Succeed in Final Drive to 
Move Balance 1946 Crop 
Without Grower’s Help 


WINNIPEG, Man.—Appealing di- 
rectly ‘‘to every wheat producer 
in the Prairie Provinces to make | 
arrangements to deliver as much 
wheat as possible just as soon as road 
conditions permit,’? George Mclvor, 
Chairman of the Canadian Wheat 
Board, urgently requests of the 
farmers: 

“That your marketable wheat 
be delivered promptly rather than 
slowly, in April rather thanin May, 
and if that is not possible, in May 
rather than June or July. If the 
cars are spotted as we expert, we 
will need this extra wheat within 
a few weeks to keep up the rail 
movement and to rush the wheat 
forward to needy people overseas.’’: 


180 Million Bushels in 110 Days 


Mr. Melvor points out that owing 
to car shortage and bad weather 
during part of the winter, ‘the railways 
now face the job of moving over 
180 million bushels of grain from 
country elevators during the next 
110 days. This includes grain now in 
country elevators and grain which 
producers will deliver before the end 
of the crop year. The railways are now 
prepared to move this grain. Car 
supply in the West has increased and 
more cars and more locomotives are 
on their way to the’ prairies from 
other parts of Canada. It is now our 
job to see that these transportation 
facilities are used to _ the best 
advantage. 

‘This final drive to move the balance 
of the 1946 grain crop can only succeed 
if the Board and the railways have 
the co-operation of grain producers 
throughout the West, and here is the 
reason,” said Mr. Melvor, speaking 
last week in the Farm Broadcast: 

“Of the 180 million bushels of 
grain to be shipped before the end of 
July, about 83 million bushels are 
in country elevators now. The 
balance, about 97 million bushels, 
is on farms in the West. This is 
grain which producers intend to 
deliver before the end of the crop 
year. The 83 million bushels of 
grain now in country elevators will 
support maximum car loadings 
for a short time. Before very long 
new deliveries by producers will 
be required if the present shipping 
program of the railways is to be 
sustained and iy all this grain is 
to be moved while there is sufficient 
railway equipment to move it. You 
will see, shevefand, thal grain pro- 
ducers throughout the West hare a 
part to play in connection with this 
transportation problem.”

Board Discusses Hog and Field 
Grain Policy.—At the meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture’ held in 
Edmonton Monday, April 7th, the 
‘@en4 Minister of Agriculture, O. 
S. Longman-was present, together, with 
L. E. Pharis, whose recent appointment 
to the agricultural Advisory Com- 
mittee /gives the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture further farmer repre- 
sentation on the Committee. 

The question of the feed grain and 
hog policy came in for considerable 
discussion. It was agreed that this 
policy must be two-fold. It must 
encourage hog production in the 
West and at the same time maintain 
our market in Eastern Canada for 
surplus feed grains from the Prairie 
Provinces. 

_ It was pointed out that tne produc- 

tion of bacon is the corner stone of 
the livestock industry in, Alberta and 
that the farmer should, for his own 
selfish reasons, maintain production, 
With the further increase in the price 
of bacon on September Ist., and the 
removal of the subsidies on feed 
grains at that date, the average 
farmer will find that he can secure 
more satisfactory returns by feeding 
bis course grain to hogs. For that 
matter, Mr. Charnetski of the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
presented figures that indicated he 
could make a net labor return of 
$10.20 per hog. 


Favor Continued Freight Assis- 
tance.—To maintain the Eastern 
coarse grain market and production 
of hogs in that section of Canada, it 
was agreed that freight assistance 
should be continued. 

A further policy which would offer 
added price incentive for winter far- 
Towed pigs was discussed. Although 
all the details of the policy have not 
been worked out, it suggests an 
additional payment for hogs delivered 
during the normally slack periods, 
with the producer supplying half of 


the funds necessary and the Provincial: 


Department of Agriculture being ap- 
proached for the other half. 


Against Dual Time System.—The 
question of Daylight Saving on a dual 
time system in Alberta came in for 
some consideration. ‘The Board agreed 
that a multiplicity of times in the 
_ Province, or for that matter across 
“Canada, was confusing and in many 
eases detrimentul. If this question 
is to be bandied about by every 
Municipality at its pleasure, it may 
be advisable, in the Board’s opinion 
for the Dominion Government to 
Insist on a One-time system acrogs 
Canada. . 

he removal of subsidies and 
price controls was viewed with 
concern. Fear was expressed that 
the relaiton between the cost of 
produciton and prices as based 
on export contracts would become 
out of line with a disastrous effect 
on food production, particularly 
in view of the present need. 
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URGE TREATMENT FOR SMUT 


Tests conducted on thousands of 
seed grain samples from 1945-46 stocks 
have indicated the presence of smut to 
an extent that makes seed treatment 
Imperative, and agricultural authori- 
ties are strongly recommending that 
seed wheat, oats and barley be treated 
before seeding. .The time recommend- 
ed is the day before seeding, Smut 
balls and weed seeds should be re- 
moved first, either by fanning or by 
the “float and skim’ method, and 
bags and equipment as well as seed, 
should be treated to prevent re- 
infection.

We have no doubt that. there will be a ready 
response to the appeal of George McIvor, Chairman 
of the Canadian Wheat Board, who urges all wheat 
producers to make arrangements to deliver as much 
wheat as possible just as soon as they can do so. 

The reasons for such urgent action are set forth 
in part on our front page. When, a few days ago, 
Mr. McIvor submitted the facts and figures in support 
of his appeal, there were some 63 million bushels in 
country elevators in the prairies, and his information 
was that producers had “over 60, million bushels 
on farms which they.intend to market before’ the 
end of July.”” Mr. McIvor asks them to deliver if 
possible in April, and if that is .not possible, to 
endeavor to do so in May. 

* * * : 

The Wheat Board-ehief pointed out that most 
wheat producers in the West still have ties with 
the older countries. ‘Most of you,” he said, “‘have 
relatives in the United Kingdom and various parts 
of Europe. Others come from the United States, 
where a huge effort has been made by the wheat 
producers and others to keep wheat rolling overseas. 
You all appreciate how much we have to be thankful 
for in our over-all food supply. We have all the bread 
we can eat—and a surplus! These other peoples, 
without the other foods that we are blessed with, 
are actually short of bread. All we are asking is 
that your marketable wheat be delivered promptly 
instead of slowly.” 

Mr. Melvor shows that owing to transportation 
difficulties, the Wheat Board is considerably bebind 
in meeting our overseas wheat commitfnents. 
The fact that it is behindin the British contract has 
created a serious problem for the British people. 
“They have come through a terrible winter,”’ 
Mr. Melvor reminds.us. ‘“Theirfood supply has not 
been adequate and they are looking to us to make 


~gyailable as ‘much wheat as possible in the next 


- ? 
sixty days... sent 

We have.dealt with this appeal by Mr. MclIvor 
at length because we’ believe that the strength of 
the response will be proportionate to the degree in| 
which the great need for quick action is realized by 
those who have marketable wheat. At a time 
when conditions for many millions of people over- 
seas are very grave indeed, and when few have 
what we should consider to be even a modest 
sufficiency of food, there is no ‘contribution that 
producers can make to the alleviation of suffering 
and the fostering of goodwill between the continents, 
comparable in magnitude and in effectiveness, to 
a quick response to Mr. Mclvor’s appeal.

Plastic From Flax Seed 
Experiment Is Directed 
By Dr. Elvins Y. Spencer 


While the experiment is still in the 
laboratory stage, chemists of the 
University of Saskatchewan are now 
making plastics from flax seed, it is 
announced from Saskatoon.

primarily engaged. In Alberta, with 
246 clubs (membership 4211), 64 
clubs, with a membership of 1401 
are engaged in_ livestock projects, 
86, with 1564 members in field crcp 
projects, and 28 (384 members) in 
horticulture, tne balance being 68 
girl clubs with membership of 961 
engaged in “homerraft, homemaking, 
garments and foods’’. ' 

A survey of the membership of all 
Provinces shows a fair cross section 
of the specialized agricultural pursuits 
of the different Provinces throughout 
the Dominion. In the Maritimes and 
in Ontario and Quebec a considerable 
proportion of the clubs are engaged in 
dairy cattle projects. Nova Scotia, 
which in proportion to its populution 
leads the Dominion in the clubs’ 
membership, has a large number 
engaged in gardening and fruit culture. 
Of the total’number of boys and girls 
on farms tnroughout Canada, only 
4.8 per cent have as yet enrolled in 
clubs (Manitoba and Alberta following 
Nova Scotia in percentage of club 
membersaip). There is still a wide 
field of activity for the club movement, 
but it is expected that there will be 
a sharp upswing starting with tnis year. 


Moisture Reports Favorable 


While it is naturally too early to 
forecast anything definite about the 
agricultural prospects, there is quite 
obviously an increasingly optimistic 
atmosphere at departmental head- 


quarters here. Reports from all‘sections 


are favorable On moisture conditions 
(certainly in parts of Ontario with 
floods so prevalent, moisture conditions 
are temporarily overwhelming), ou 


seed and fertilizer supply, and to’ 


less extent of course on transport. 
But even transport is showing some 
slight improvement. 

Certainly not in a long time 
have general conditions been as 
Satisfactory. What is of very great 
tmportance ts thal thére is no market- 
tng problem. Even if crops are 
very abundant, there is need for the 
full production at home and abroad. 
There is at the same time in 
relation to markeling the ever present 
proviso that quaiity production is 
maintained, it is stated. Recogni- 
tzon has to be gtven to the old adage 
that a quality product is already 
more than half marketed. 

Production, it .is pointed out, is 
the basic essential. The world is a 
very long way from having sufficient 
food although there will before long 
be the problem of the exteosion of 
foreign credits. The lifting of controls 
on a number of products in tnis couatry 
has not had a detrimental eftect on 
the course of prices of farm products, 
as there is no possibility of a falling 
off in demand, and it is further 
mentioned that the interests of farmers 
is being safeguarded through the 
continued maintenance of ceiling prices 
on all kinds of farm equipment.

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Seeking to End the Shortaye of Teachers 


Short History of Efforts of Recent Years 
By HENRY E. SPENCER 


Mr. Spencer is a Director of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, which 
like the Farmers’ Union and the, 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture, 
is on record as favoring payment of 
50 per cent of costs of primary and 
secondary education by the Province. 
In this year’s budget the Government 
has raised its contribution to some 
33 1/3 per. cent. .Mr. Spencer is 
President of the Alberta School 
Trustees’ Association and the Al- 
berta’ Educational Council. 

The subject of Education is to the 
forefront in Alberta as in. many other 
places. As elsewhere, there is found 
to be a great shortage. of teachers; 
as elsewhere, that condition jis due 
chiefly to their being insufficiently 
paid, considering the important part 
they play in our social development. 
A short history of what has been done 
in Alberta in recent years to overcome 
that situation might be of intcrest. 


Looking Back Six Years 

To refer back for only six years, 
we find that in 1941 the legal minimum 
falary was $840, with less by permission 
in the Minister. That year the teachers 
so Convention in Calgary went on 
record as demanding that the minimum 
be changed to $100U. As such increase 
would entail a heavier tax on land 


‘and property and no volunteer nelp 


had come from the Government, a 
special Trustees’ Convention was 
called in Edmonton and a committee 
formed to consider salaries. Tney 
found the average beginners’ was 
$752, the average increment $22

- annually for 8 years. 


The committee 
recommended the minimum be $840 
with 10 per cent cut for Normalites, 
to be restored in two years, and an 
increment of $20 for 10 years. .There 
was no questioning of the payment, 
but only of the “how” it was to be 
done. 

In 1942, the Executive of the Alberta 
School Trustees’ Association proposed 
to the Government that-a judicial 
commission he formed to look into 
the costs of education and _ allot 
responsibility, but no action- was 


taken. {ft is being asked for again 
by resolution. This has been done in 
three other Provinces, to their 
advantage. 


Minimum Raised in 1943 


In 1943, the Government raised the 
miniinum salary from $840 to. $900. 
The trustees were asked if they 
favored’ the legislation, and their 
reply was that tney did if the Govern- 
ment was prepared to mect the extra 
cost. In that same year the Alberta 
Association of Munieipalities (bota 
urban and rural) voiced tne request 
toat the Government carry 50 per cent 
of tne cost ofelementary and secondary 
education. 


Joint Meeting Sets Forth Views 


In June of 1944, a joint meeting 
of the ~ Provincial © Trustees’ and 
Teachers’ Associations went on record 
as favoring: (1) a Province-wide salary 
schedule as a floor; (2) that the Senior 
Government should assume a much 
larger share of the cost of Education; 
(3) that the two organizations would 
co-operate in their demands for in- 
creased school grants and so relieve 
tne burden of taxation on the land; 
(4) that the two associations appoint 
a committee to present a joint resolu- 
tion to the Provincial Government 
requesting Increases in our school 
grants. Much was noped from that 
attendance on the Cabinct, as it was 
felt they were presenting such a case 
that it would enable the Government 
to feel justified in greatly increasing 
the grants. But the high nopes did 
not materialize, 

In January, 1946, the Alberta School 
Trustees Association and the Alberta 
Teachers Association called together 
in Edmonton representatives of 15 
Province-wide organizations to which 
was submitted a carefully prepared 
pamphlet “Alberta as an Educator’. 
The conference endorsed this and 
presented it to the Cabinet next day. 


This vear, in January, the memherg | 


of the Educational Conference were 
called to Edmonton, and it was found 
that the interest had grown to such 
an extent that instead of 15 organiz- 
ations they now had 26; and their 
representatives formed the Alberta 
Educational Council. The delegates 
fully endorsed the material prepared 
for the Publicity Campuign, which 
included a valuable contribution, 
“Your Child Has Only One Child- 
hood”’. A Province-wide campaign 
hag been waged, with a view to 
Increased grants from the Provincial] 
Government —to 50 per cent of the 
cost. of primary and secondary 
education. 


Increase Appreciated but Need More 


While there has been an increase 
in the grant of $1,500,000 which is 
much appreciated, it bas fallen below 
what was hoped. And in view of the 
very evident general public demand 


‘it is felt that the Government should’ 


realize that the Council bas made an 
effort to voice the wishes of their 
people, as was intended, and should 
in no sense consider its effort as 
designed to embarrass the Government. 
It was intended to help not to embarrass 
them in tneir decisions. 

Tt will be noted tnat the Government 
grant for Public Works is for this 
coming year listed as $13 million and 
to Educational grants some $5} millions 
Many feel that the sums ,might well

be reversed, or at least more evenly 
divided. 

It must be remembered that the 
increase in salary called for above 
would involve an additional two 
million dollars. In addition to this, 
there is the cost of school equipment 
and the vast building cost now overdue.

Dear Farm Women: 

Almost all of you will agree, I think, that 
few things have made as much difference 
to life in the past comparatively few years 
as has the radio. It has added-to-life-for 
many, whether tiney lived in town, or 
country, but I think perhaps it has been 
an especial boon to many prairie women. 

So much has the CBC become a part of 
our lives that it seems almost unbelievable 
that it is celebrating only its tenth anni- 
versary. But while 1t has become so much 
a part of our lives, the majority, I think, are 
very hazy as to exactly how the system 
has been built up and what it has accom- 
plished. 

CBC Booklet You Should Have 

There used to be a time when it was 
considered necessary that any information 
to be given to.us, it must be done in a most 
matter-of-fact rather over-whelming man- 
ner. Otherwise, we were not being in- 
formed; we were reading for pleasure. 
Something like the principle that medicine 
had fo be bitter to be effective. But our 
ideas have changed. It has been found 
that it is possible and a great deal more 
efficient to convey information in a more 
readable form, so that we can enjoy it 
while we read, arid at the same time get 
the information we want. This method 
is now preferred, rather than the old drab 
style. The CBC has issued a booklet 
giving. its history, and describing the 
method of conducting its work and _ it 
has adopted the manner of making the 
medicine easy to take. Possibly many of 
you have read the booklet, as it is a free 
publication sent by request. 

Many of us, I think, have not realized 
what the problems of the CBC are, in this 
country widely scattered as to population 
and. interests and also a country with two 
official languages. To mect this condition 
there has been built up a system which 
has not copied exactly either tne United 
States or Britain. It has adapted ideas 
from both. 

Many Great Accomplishments 

Also many of us do not realize what the 
CBC has accomplished. As of so many 
things, we find the adverse critics more 
vocal than the satisfied. We do not 
realize the different interests the CBC has 
helped, fishermen as well as farmers, for 
instance, 
it has developed. And possibly we may 
not have stopped to think of the link it is 
in binding our whole Dominion together 
when from the Eastern to the Western 
Coast, from North to South, there will be 
many listening to the same music or hold- 
ing their breath for the vext score in a 
game. The CBC has indeed been respon- 
sible for many wonderful accomplishments. 
¥ There are some who are most insistent 
that we should do away with public owner- 
ship of the radio in Canada and, as I say 
loudly talk about what they consider the 
flaws in the present manner of administra- 
tion. Well, whatever your views, if you 
have not already sent for this booklet, with 
the information about your own business 
furnished in an interesting manner, I 
suggest that you do. Tne name of the 
booklet?‘ ‘This Is tne CBC.”

Lightning Chocolate Cake: Melt 2 
Squares unsweetened chocolate in top of 
double boiler; remove from heat, add +1/4 
cup butter, and mix well. Break 2 eggs 
into a cup, mix with fork, and fill cup with 
milk. Sift together 1-1/3 cups flour and 
1-3/4 tsps. baking powder, pinch of salt, 1 
Cup sugar. Combine three . mixtures 
beating well, and add 1 tsp. vanilla. Bake 
in moderate oven. 


Curried Eggs: Saute 1 ths. chopped 
onion in 2 ths. butter or fat, add 2 tbs. 
flour and mix until smooth; add 2 tsp. of 
curry, salt and pepper, then 2 cups milk. 
Cook over hot water until thick, stirring 
constantly. Cut hard-boiled eggs into 
slices and add to curry; pour over toast or 
plain boiled rice. 


Pasture for Poultry serves two purposes. 
Young, tender pasture growth is rich in 
most of the vitamins lacking in dry grains 
and it also provides important quantities 
of protcins and minerals. Further, favor- 
able range conditions, states the Ottawa 
Department of Agriculture, provides a 
natural, healthful environment. . Pastures 
for young stock should be well removed 
from mature stock; and if possible the 
same land should not be used in successive 
years to avoid dangers from disease and 
parasites. If the same land must be used 
each year, cultivation is recommended 
for annual crops; oats and fall ryey seeded 
together, make a satisfactory combination,

“The United States has every prospect 
of producing a gigantic wheat crop 
this year. Based on _ conditions 
existing in the winter wheat belt at 
April lst, production may reach 973 
million bushels, an all-time record. 
A production of 265 million bushels 
of spring wheat in that country, 
which is’ an average figure, would 
boost the total to close to 1 1/4 billion 
bushels—the largest quantity of wheat 
any nation in the world has ever 
produced. 

Early prospects in Western Canada 
are good, with sufficient moisture in 
virtually every part to give the crop 
a good start. Southern Alberta is 
saturated with moisture, to a degree 
that has not been experienced for a 
number of vears. % 

Of course this does not give the 
assurance of a crop. f a bumper 
crop is to be harvested rains will be 
needed during June and July no matter 
what the soil moisture conditions is 
at the present time.

All the youngsters exhibiting, he 
said, were deserving of great praise for 
the splendid condition of the animals 
shown. The training in livestock 
raising which these competitions pro- 
vided for the boys and girls taking 
part was highly commended by Mr. 
Sheppard; in years to come they 
would be producing livestock that 


-would make a name for this Province. 


Already they appeared quite familiar 
with the requirements of a good beef 
animal. Grand champion of this 
section of the show was shown by 
Lawrence Kallal of Tofield.

Editor, ‘The Western Farm Leader’’: 


That “food survey” from London 
(by George Martin) in your April 
4th issue gives a revealing picture of 
the developing situation in the war- 
torn countrics. I liked the way in which 
the diminishing stock-piles are spot- 
lighted by your writer, from country 
to country. This is, in my view, the 
core of the trouble—i.e., how to take 
care of today’s hunger on the one 
hand, while building-up the depleted 
reserves on the other? 

I notice that significant warning of 
the FAO experts: “Even in the two 
decades before the war, rice production 
in the Orient had failed to keep pace 
with the growth in the rice-eating 
population...” Only last week our 
Own Bureau of Statistics (Ottawa) 
included this item in its Calendar of 
Wheat Events: “According to a press 
report the International Emergency 
Food Council said yesterday that the 
world rice shortage is becoming worse, 
and asked producing countries to 
help meet the emergency”. 

I must not encroach further on 
your valued space, other than to 
express one reader’s conviction that 
the nations were entirely too enthu- 
silastic in scrapping the UNRRA 
mechanism (at its peak efficiency, 
and when the hunger battle wasn’t 
half won!); and my agreement with 
the recent radio assertion by Sir John 
Boyd Orr in his.address beamed to 
the CFA annual meeting (Winnipeg): 
If the world supply of food is to be 
regulated by the needs of human 
beings, there will be no surplus in 
our day.”’

“The tragic shortage of foodstuffs 
ip Britain has again brought home to 
the people of Canada the urgent 
necessity for an all-out effort on the 
part of farmers and all others im the 
livestock industry to increase produc- 
tion so -far ns. possible,’ declared 
R. J. Dinning, president, in his 
report to the recent Annual Meeting 
of Burns & Co., Ltd. 

Failure of producers, he said, to 
realize fully the advantages of a long- 
term British market for Canadian 


bacon would jeopardize scriously the, 
future of one of the major outlets 


now available to this country. Con- 
tinuing indifference would react against 
our national interests for many years 
to come. 

Financial reports snowed that over- 
all sales of the company and _ its 
subsidiaries were down only 65} per 
cent in the first complete post-war 
year. Net profit, in 1946, from 
packinghouse Operations, was $23,308. 
Of each hundred dollars received 
from sales of products, it was shown, 
$81.42 went to the producer, $10.03 
for labor, and 35 cents for profit to 
the company.
